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To the Editor; 


I am writing in response to the first of three special articles 
you are running on the Warren Commission's investigation of the 
assassination of John F.. Kennedy, First I would like to commend 
you for your first page coverage of this too-long ignored issue. 

I hope you continue to follow the ever increasing effort to re-open 
the investigation of the murder. Media coverage of this effort has 
been grossly inadequate in the past, and it is only with the help of 
diligent news coverage that our aspirations for justice will bu 
realized . 


One objection I must articulate, which I suppose should be 
directed to the authors of the article, of whom I know only one by 
name Tad Szulc, is the lack of documentation of "new material used 
as the basis for the article. I refer specifically to the transcript 
of the January 22, 1964 Executive Session of the Warren Commission, a 
document cited and quoted from as evidence that the Commission was 
predisposed toward Oswald as the lone assassin before it had ever 
heard a witness, a fact, among scores of others that have been 
deliberately kept from the American people. Because I have done 
research on the subject I know that both Executive Session transcripts 
of the 22 and 27 of January, 1964 were wrested from the Archives by 
Harold Weisberg under the Freedom of Information Act, not many months 
ago after years of law suit. But I am sure that most people who have 
read your article and who will read the two remaining will not be 
aware of this fact, I feel it is only right that the authors 0 
these articles give credit where it is due, In neglecting to acxnow- 
iveisher? and anv others whose findings have been published here, 
findings which would still be unfound and hidden from the American 
pubiic°if not for the diligent quest for truth on the part of a few 
individuals, the authors indirectly and unjustly accept credit foi 
work that does not belong to them. 

I hope that my allocations are unfounded and that such commendable 
reporting of such a vital issue will not be tainted by this kin_ or 
unethical journalism. I ask you to please document the material 
discussed in this series and accredit the individuals who are respon- 
sible for its availability. 

Again I thank you for your close attention to this matter, and 
hope that your coverage of the effort to re-open the investigation 
will continue until the unanswered questions about the murder of ou 
President have been resolved.
